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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recitation 
of a window opening and closing assembly comprising a rack gear slidably mounted 
between a first member and second member, a pinion gear engaged with the rack gear, 
a handle having a shaft and connected to the pinion gear such that movement of the 
handle moves the rack gear, a pin mounted on one side of the pinion gear such that 
movement of the handle moves the pin from a first position when the handle is in a fully 
open position and a second position when the handle is in a fully closed position, and a 
resilient element mounted in the path of the pin proximate the first and second positions 
wherein as the pin approaches either the first or second position the pin will contact the 
resilient element and deflect the resilient element thereby permitting passage of the pin 
and the resilient element returning to its original position after passage of the pin 
thereby retaining the pin in the desired position is seen as an unobvious improvement 
over the art of record.
